Contrary to tin) general expectation forme 
upon t he nuturo of tlie American war new.- j 
received b\ Inst steamer, no startling or im- 
portant events have taken placu during the 
last week. Tho grand armies ol Yiroiuia 
ami the Polomuo are still lacing flaob ollur. 
but appear to be content with maneuvering 
to gain tho advantage of position ; it if 
thought that Leu's object is to turn Meade's 
Hank and make a dash on Washington, and n 
larye number of soldiers, with 1,000 men 
from the convalescent camp, have conse- 
quently been detached to strengthen the forti- 
fications of the capitul. Meanwhile, Meads 
is advantageously posted on Centreyille 
heights, with llio old battle-field in his front, 
and is ready to descend upon Leo at the first 
favorable opportunity. Heavy rains have 
kept tho two armies quiet for tlio Inst few 
days. The guerrilla forces on both sides, 
however, display extraordinary activity. Some 
of Moseby's horse penetrated to Chain Bridge, 
on the Potomac, in rear of Meade, and carried 
off |,50 soldiers of u New York regiment, 
stationed at that point. Stuart's cavalry are 
supposed to be at Leeaburg, intending to cross 
into Maryland ; they are closely followed by 
tho federal troops under Buford. Genera! 
Loe is said to have bee l strongly re- 
inforced from the couth and West. A 
great change has boon made in the leader- 
ship of the Army of tbc Cumberland, Maj. 
Gen. Grant having been appointed to the 
supreme command and Gen. Rosccrans or- 
dered to report himself at Washington. The 
undoubted skill and energy of the conqueror 
of Vicltsburg will have a strong tendency to 
givo matters a moro favorable turn in the 
Southwest, and as an earnest of this the 
rebel cavalry under Wheeler, in Eastern 
Tennessee, havo been defeated by Gen. 
Crooks with a loss of 2000 men. Should 
Grant tic', with his accustomed vigor we may 
shortly expect to hear of the siege of Chat- 
tanooga being raised. The grand Federal 
t xpedition from New Orleans has at last de- 
clared itself, Gen. Banks having effected a 
landing' at Point Isabel, Texas, and taken tho 
field with his army. The President's pro- 
clamation for 300,000 volunteers has suspen- 
ded tho operation of the draft for the time, 
to be resumed, however, should auy of tho 
States (ail to make up their quota. 

Tho arrival of the mail steamer now due 
here is anxiously looked for, and the five 
days' later news sho will bring may give un 
the particulars of anno decisive movements 
at both of the central points .of interest.

The greatest excitement aud alarm pro 
vailed among the European residents at 
Yokohama. 

Several merchant vessels wero lying in 
port chartered by the month waiting to em- 
bark ihe merchants and their goods on the 
lirsl alarm. 

Thi Admiral is awaiting reinforcements 
from Shanghai, which would probably ar- 
rive about i lie nth October, when it was 
believed his intention was to proceed lo 
Kugoshua and attack Satsuma's possessions 
there. 

By the last accounts Satsumn was pre- 
paring to march wilh 100 ,1)00 men to Yoko- 
hama to attack the (eloigners ; the only 
reason this would seem improbable is the 
distance and difficulty of provisioning his 
army ou the route. Most of the inhabitants 
ure in a state of great excitement and keep a 
regular armed wulch day and night. A ro- 
port was made by some Japanese official that 
tho allack would be made ou Saturday night 
the 3rd uf October, bul as the Soinass was 
not 20 miles ell till midnight of that date, 
and heard no firing or signal guns it is sup- 
posed il did not lake place, 

Admiral Kuoer is very popular wilh all 
Europeans in Japan, an I bus proved himself 
worthy of the liusl reposed in him, llis 
small lorce alone compelled him to retire 
from Kagosurna. lie i.i much blamed lor 
burning the three prizes alluded to, bul un- 
der the circumstances he could not have 
hold them without great risk of losing his 
men. 

The Commander (Admiral) ol one of these 
steamers hud been lu England as one of the 
ambassadors, ami alter his ship was taken he 
gavo himself up as a prisoner to the English 
Admiral, observing that his duly was lo per- 
form iho hari kahi or disembowelling 
operation, but that he was loo fond of his lite 
since ho had seen foreign countries and pre- 
ferred to trust lo lho moroiesjof his captors : 
two other Japanese officers ulso followed his 
e.\uin|ilH. They were subsequently lauded 
in Yokohama und -ot free; had they been 
discovered it is probable nol only themselves 
bul all their families would have been put lo 
death, They are now supposed by the 
Japanese Government to have killed them- 
selves, and until this affair is settled I hey will 
nol dare to make their appearance.
